The ezeitement waa great, bnt Joe 
Strange ohaenred that one of the In­ 
diana iotik no part In the bloody iport 
Old Pink Eye waa narrowly watehing 
■ome mon in the hniy throng, and 
when Joe itarted toward the oommia* 
iary the Sioux atealthily followed him. 
It waa apparent that he waa the peraon 
watchcd. 


Strange waa a partner in the bnaineaa 
of the Flying S Cattle company and 
wonld draw a large aum of money from 
the goTerumeut’s representative at Pine 
Bidge in payment for beef cattle fnr- 
niahi'd to the ageney on tiiat day. 


Tho money waa paid before the 
of tho watcbiog Sioaz. The Indian 
hastened from the oommisfuiry, and 
then it waa Joe’s tom to go a-spying. 


Old Pink Kye made his way to where 
a coople of cowboys were lounging and 
said somthing In an undertone, after 
which the tdo separated. 
The men 
were Dune Moore and a fellow whose 
real name was unknown, bnt who re­ 
joiced in the elegant sobriquet of Smoky 
Bill. It was plain that the fellows 
were working a scheme, and Joe deter­ 
mined to be on his guard, for the 
money must be in Chadron on the fol­ 
lowing day. 


At the time of this incident the coun­ 
try lying between the agency and Chad- 
ron. Neb., was a waste of wild grass 
land, and tho better thoroughfares of 
today wore represented by a dim trail. 
A fleet horse and a trusty siz shooter in 
the hands of a lone cowboy wore tho 
only ezpress and inRurance company, 
but those were generally reliable, and 
Joo Strange intrusted his money to 
their oara 
Galling to Charley Ray. a dashing 
young cowtioy, he sauntered carelessly 
down the trail and unfolded a plan to 
outwit tho Indian and his white allies. 
Charley was to ride out with the night 
herd, and when well out of sight of 
oamp Strange would join him and turn 
over tho money. Then Cliarley was to 
make a dash for Chadron. 


Tho start was mode, but subsequent 
events proved that Pink Eye had kept 
the conspirators posted. 


Ray was mounted on the best horse 
in the section and was armed with siz 
shooters and a favorite rifle. His in­ 
structions were to deliver the money to 
the Elkhom National bank at any cost, 
and Joe hinted that it might be advisa­ 
ble to he prepared for a running light. 
It was 9:80 when he started, and he de­ 
termined to make the trip, a distance of 
80 miles, by daylight. 


The first ten miles were passed without 
mishap, then, looking back, tho messen­ 
ger oonld see in the moonlight a trio of 
iiorscmen just descending a long ridge 
and riding at a keen gallop. They were 
Done Moore, Smoky Bill and the half 
breed Pink Eye. 


Two miles more and the Hat ranch 
waa abreast, and there the flying horse­ 
man nolioed that the corral was filled 
with tough cxiw horses. What if the rob­ 
bers changed horses there? Well, the old 
pinto he was riding was full of nerve, 
and, as the rider observed, **it would 
be a oold day when a cow horse passed 
him. ’* Besides, what were the shooting 
irons for?

Talking of that, 
that’s what the pinto was there for, and 
Charley Hay leaned forward iu the sad­ 
dle with an ezolamation that was partly 
a word of encouragement and partly an 
honest cuss word, while the good horse 
galloped on. 


The robbers secured a relay of horsea 
at the Hat ranch and began the puranit 
anew, but Bay had got the start in the 
meantime and kept it pretty well, al­ 
though the robtiers were nearly always 
in sight Forty miles, 
hours, and 
the race is not yet finished. The pinto 
travels more slowly now, but the pur- 
suers make a spurt, and something most 
be done. 
The only thing to do is 
promptly done.

If there 
is anything in the horse mind that cor­ 
responds to our own ' 'don’t give np the 
ihip,** the old pinto must have chosen 
it for a motto in early life. He certain­ 
ly realized that he must reaeh Ohadron 
ahead of his pursuers, and he then and 
there esablished a standard of faithful* 
MSI that many **hnmana*’ wonld do 
well to emulate. Never a tight pinoh 
bnt old Spot waa there and leady to do 
hia full dnty. The rider aehnd hie 
weapons, and the old horse bagea lo 
cover space at a moat aatoniahing rale 
for a horse that had galloped aJl night 
Now he almost fliea. and the pnrraen 
aie left hopelessly in the tear, mie 
money la saved, and In half an honr 
they ase the crooked streeta of Ohadfon 
gleaming in the light of anew day The 
old horse staggers bravely npto the 
Elkhom National hank, bnt it is • his 
last great gallop, and in a few days 
Charley Bay mourns the loss of the bMt 
horse that ever carried a brave rider on 
the western plains. 


When Onno Moore and Smoky Bill 
readied town, they insolently inquired 
of Charley **why he didn’t wait for 
them. ” Tliough robbers by intent they 
had really committed no broach of tho 
law and went free. 


When Joe Strange reached Chadron 
on the following day, he merely said 
*‘he expected it” and paid Charley the 
value of his horse. 


Charley Ray went to Colorado and 
married, and now, to the wondering 
children on his knee, he sometimes tells 
of tho famouH ride from Pine Ridge to 
Chadron.—Atlanta Constitution. 


f^K inan*» Trca. 


Peter Pangman is set down in Cana­ 
dian annals as being the first white 
man to reach the Rooky mountains, tind 
also the first white man over to see 
them from the east While in tho em­ 
ploy of fur traders he ascended the Sas­ 
katchewan above its jnnotion with the 
Clearwater, and, looking to the west­ 
ward. ho saw the white mass of the 
Rocky mountains, to which he after­ 
ward ponctinitcd, but he marked this 
spot of his first vision by carving his 
name on a pine, which from that day 
tMMUtme known as “Pangman’s tr«e. ” 


The great north country was far 
enough off in 1790. Peter Pangman had 
no special cause for believing that any 
second person would pass that same 
way. It was more reasonable to sup­ 
pose that time or fire or wind would 
destroy this one pine among the mil­ 
lion other pines, and yet 107 years 
after he made his rude inscription 
‘*Paugman's tree” is spoken and writ­ 
ten about. Some years after tiie North­ 
west Fur company ostablisiied a post on 
the Saskatchewan in the vioinity, which 
came to be called Rooky Mountain 
House. But the post was described by 
its prozimity to the tree and not vice 
versa. All the travelers and trcflers of 
the early days speak of this place as 
**three miles below ‘Pangman’s tree.’ ” 
Tho Rocky Mountain House took ita 
name because it was so near this Rooky 
mountain tree. The tree was a landmark 
before the trading post and continued 
to be after the post had ceased. A trans­ 
continental railroad paaaea not far away 
now, but it has not obliterated the 
memory of the post nor blotted from 
the minds of men the living and leafy 
monument. 


As for Peter Pangman, he went into 
history the day he carved his name iu 
the bark and identified himself with the 
tree. After years of plain and mountain 
service ho returned to the eastern parts 
of what is now the Dominion of Canada 
and bought lands and reared a family. 
A son of his has been a member of the 
Canadian parliament. This may pre­ 
serve the name of the son, but as for 
his father he will be remembered over 
a great region and iu histories and geog­ 
raphies as the author of *'Pangman’s 
tree. ”—Kansas City Star. 


lAAt of th« Old School. 


The French artist M. Francois Louis 
Français, who died recently at the age

old school of French painters. He waa 
of humble origin, and in early youth 
was apprenticed to a bookseller. But 
his talent for painting had already be­ 
gun to manifest itself, and in his spare 
time he devoted all his energies to its 
cultivation, with such success that by 
the time he attained his majority he 
was able to support himself as an artist. 
After studying under Qigouz he became 
an ezhibitor at the aaloo jnst 60 years 
ago. In the oezt few years he waa much 
influenced by Corot, of whose friend­ 
ship he ever remained proud.

ABOUT THE COUNTY. 


After a short historic review of the 
early days of the country and down to 
Lincoln’s time he said that God raised 
up a man wliose iirst remark to arouse 
national interest was: “A house divid­ 
ed against itself must fall- A nation 
half slave and half free cannot con­ 
tinue. 1 do not expect to see tlie union 
fall but I do expect to see it all free.” 


Alter his election to the presidency 
Col. McClure of i^hilaUt^lnhia traveled 
to/Springfield to meet the new presi­ 
dent. Lincoln met him at the door. 
His homely grotesque ligure was poor­ 
ly clad and the i^hiladelpUia editor 
was sorely disappointed, lint after a 
balf hour s talk with the inun ti.e visi­ 
tor forgot his singularity and untrulari- 
ty and not only respected but i-ever- 
enced him. Lincoln for thirty years 
had been unconsciously in trainin^r for 
the presidency. 


In speaking of the famous debate be­ 
tween Douglas and Lincoln the speaker 
declared that “there were giants in 
those days.” "Douglas,’’he said, “'no 
less than iClay and Webster, tried to 
save his country, but he was too late.’’ 
In that debate both tried to be frank 
but each a little afraid of his own logic. 
They were both politicians *as well as 
fttatesmen and what they did not know 
about managing a campaign was not 
worth knowing. 


When Lincoln delivered his first in­ 
augural Mr. Watterson stood near him 
and he declared that tije new president 
delivered his inaugural as though he 
had been delivering tiiera ail his life. 


In office Lincoln was no figurehead. 
Seward tried to assume the command 
of the administration and the speaker 
read the reply, lirm tliough kind, of the 
president. In this reply was not a sin­ 
gle word omitted that should be there 
nor added one word that could have 
been omitted. 


It was as a friend of the south that 
ttie speaker knew him best. Nine­ 
ty days before the close of the war Mr. 
Mnooln bad a plan to buy the slaves 
but the south refused to accept it. He 
was the one friend the south had at

Through it all tbe man acouaed has 
shown but little interest in theatruggle 
going on in the jury room. When| the 
jury retired for the first time, iMonday 
last at 5 o’clock, the sausagemaker was 
happy in the belief that an acquittal 
would be forthcoming, and that night 
went to his iron cot and slept. 
Tues­ 
day he was still strong in his belief 
that ho would beset free, but he was 
not 80 positive. 
Yestei^ay with his 
friends on the jury falling away,*‘he 
gave up hope of acquittal. 
But he de­ 
clared that there would be a disagree­ 
ment, and that anew trial would result. 


All day long the jury wrangled, 
scolded, coaxed, but Harley the leader 
of the forces for acquittal, sttood out 
3old and strong. 
He argued: 
‘‘We 
oaanoi convict on the testimony.” 
“This evidence is circumstantial.” The 
_urymen agreed, if the judge would 
Mjrmit It, to strike out of their minds 
¡ertain parts of the testimony of the 
Schimpku girls. They proposed a com- 
)romise on a life sentence, if Harley 
vould agree, but he shook bia head. 
Then they 
went before tho judge 
and asked him if the majority could not 
rule, and so bring the ease U> 
close. 


he judge told them that they were the 
sole judges of what evidence nhould be 
used, and he told them, loo, that all 
must agree as to guilt or innocen<n*. 


Arguments, 
tfme-worn, 
gradually 
won liarber to the side of those who 
tliought Lueigert guilty, and before 
the waiter came with the hamucr and 
the dinner, Uehmiller was understood 
to stand with the other nine. 
They 
struggled on after the whistles had an­ 
nounced <) o’clock, and for three hours 
more ten men faced two. 
Then tbe 
ights went out and the twelve men 
sought the second nishi's sleep. 


.Judge Tuthill will keep the jury to­ 
gether until it arrives at a verdict. 
Karly last night it was thought prolia-

titled to a verdictr and that a disagree­ 
ment was not to be cause for dismissal 
of the jury until it bad been given 
more than an ordinary length of time 
for deliberation. 


Another reason for this determina­ 
tion to use every elYort to bring the 
men to an agreement is the conversa­ 
tion of a prominent politician with 
State’s Attorney Deneen, during which, 
it is alleged, the supposed attitude of 
uror Harley was discussed. The i>oli- 
tielan is quoted as saying: “ If Harley 
s the man who is holding oiT you wifi 
win out if you can keep tho jury to­ 
gether long enough. I know him to be 
‘quitter’ and am sure that he will 
come around if you just give him time, 
with the other fellows standing tirm.” 


“I tell you there is no way to llnd out 
who is your friend like getting into 
trouble. Now, maybe tomorrow, may­ 
be next day, I hope to go away from 
lere and I will meet men who say 
Glad to see you, Luetgert; I knew you 
were all right all the time.’ These 
same fellows have no doubt been say­ 
ing all sorts of things about me while I 
was not in shape to defend myself. 
Thei’e are many men that 1 feel sure 1 
can call my friends, but there are oth­ 
ers that I thought were friends, and 
they are false. When 1 get out if I 
find that I have no friends walking 
around the streets 1 need not feel bad, 
or up at my house I have friends that 
would die for m e-you remember ray 
dogs? 
Ah, there are some friends for 
me! They will never go back on me, 
and you should see Tige when I meet 
him first after being away so long. 


“You remember w'hfm the police 
came to my house for meV 
You know 
that I made no fuss. 
1 just suy, ’Very 
well, gentlemen, I go with you.’ but 
Tige he did not feel that way. 
He 
gave me a look which said just as plain 
as if he could speak, ‘Look out for 
those fellows,’ and then he made as if 
he would spring on them, but when I 
speak sharp to him he lay down like he 
couldn’t make out what It all means— 
that his master should be carried off 
and he not allowed to interfere.

E. Webster and .Tames B. Drawford, 
director«, issued a capias for the arrest 
of Stato^Treasurer George A. Steel. The 
capias was delivered without delay to 
United States Marshal Winnev, and 
before it was served Judge Swan iixed 
tho state treasurer’s bail a t$2,600. The 
proceeding is a result of the failure of 
tho treasurer’s father,Uobert M. Steel, 
of St. Johns, last year, for more than 
$1,000,000. Robert M. Seel was prcsi- 
doDt of the Ithaca National bank. The 
day after be failed the bauk clobcd its 
doors. 
The state treasurer was a di> 
rcctorof the bank. 


The anidavits recite that on October 
6,1896, the bank received in its course 
of business a promissory note made by 
D. S. French of St. Johns for $5,203.Ha. 
In June, 1896, the state treasurer, who 
was then acting as examiniug and dis­ 
count committee for the Iinaca bank, 
induced tbe directors to exchange this 
note, which was classed as good paper, 
for a note of the same amount made by 
the St. Johns Manufacturing company 
in favor of tbe Ithaca Sawmill com­ 
pany, and indorsed by the latter com­ 
pany, without recourse. The St. .lohn« 
Manufacturing company was one of the 
Robert M. Steel enterprises. The note 
is declared to be of little value, and it 
is charged that the state treasurer 
must have known the condition of the 
manufacturing compauy when he in­ 
duced the bank to exchange notes.
